Hon. Thoa. Wells, one of the Judges of 


the District Court of the State ol Nevada, 
in a case recently tried before him in Nye 
county, decided that an Act entitled "An 
Act to Amend an Act to provide for the 
maintenance aud supervision of the public 
schools, approved March 20, "1865," ap- 
proved March 12. 1885, (Statute of Nevada 


1885, 
page 109, Section 1, School Laws) 


is unconstitutional. 


This last act pjrports to aiiuad Sections 


of an Act whioh have been repealed by 
amendments approved in 1867, and 1873. 


It this be so the decision wj)l doubtless 


bo sustained by the Supreme Court should 
tho case, bo appealed.

Sir Geoffrey Hudson Is used for the genesis 


of this article, not because he was the smallest 
of the long list of midgets who have appeared 
upon the stage of action during the past 300 
years, but for thereason that be istho earliest 
of which authentic record has been preserved. 
He -was born in the year 1619, at Oakham, 
Rutlandshire, England. He first attracted 
the attention of the Duke of Buckingham in 
1638, he being then 9 years old and but eight- 
een inches high. 


Little Geoffrey, or Jeffrey, as It Is some- 


times written, remained in the service of tho 
duke until the time of the tour of Charles 1, 
ting of England, through the different shires 
after his marriage with Maria Henrietta. 


When the fang and his now bride visited 


Buckingham, in order to serve their majesties 
svith a unique surprise, Geoffrey, the dwarf, 
was incased in a large cold pie and served at 
dinner, much to the delight of the royal vis- 
itors. 


THE DUEL ON HORSEBACK. 


Her majesty was so pleased with tho pranks 


of the little ell that she was allowed to take 
him with her to London. Soon after this 
event he began to grow rapidly and soon shot 
up to three feet; a calamity which he charac- 
teristically claimed was duo to royal feeding. 
Still he retained his position as court dwarf 
under tbe suggestive name of Lord Minimus, 
was present upon all stats occasions and knew 
more, perhaps, of the affairs of the govern 
ment than the king's ministers themselves. 


He was sent to France to bring an attend- 


ant for the qiieen, she being a native of that 
country. 
While on this errand, thinking 


himself a dwarf of considerable importance, 
he formed the acquaintance of Mr. Crofts, a 
young man of high social standing and posi- 
tion in France, who teased the poor little 
dwarf beyond tho bounds of reason. Being a 
courtier when at home he naturally resented 
the treatment of young Crofts, which finally 
became unbearable, resulting In a challenge 
from the dwarf. 


\Vhen Crofts and his friends appeared at 


the scene of rendezvous Crofts was armed 
with a squirt gun filled with muddy water. 
This enraged the little Englishman to the ex- 
tent that a real duel followed, the partici- 
pants being mounted on horseback, which put 
them more on a level Crofts fell dead at tho 
first fire. 
The remainder of the adventurous hf e of 


Hudson reads like a romanca He was for 
some time a slave in Barbary; afterwards, 
upon his return to England, a captain in the 
royal army. In 1G61 be accompanied the 
queen on a visit to Franco, but after tho be- 
stowal of all this royal honor upon him he 
vrassont as a prisoner to Gatehouse, "West- 
irunster, having been suspected of being privy 
to the popish plot. He died at the Gatehouse 
prison in his C3d year. 


BOROWliASKI AND THU1IB. 


Count Joseph Borowlnslri was a Pole. He 


was born in the year 1739; ho came of a f ana- 
lly of six children, of which every other ono 
were dwarfs. Tho first of the family was a 
son S feet and 4 inches high; then camo au- 
other who was 0 feet in his stockings after ho 
had attained man's estate; nost came Joseph, 
the subject of this sketch, who was but 27 
Inches high on his twenty-first birthday; of 
tho three that followed Joseph the first and 
lost were of ordinary pi oportions, tho middle 
ono being a dirarfess, who died at the ago of 
23, being then but 23 inches tall Joseph 
become celebrated for his remarkable lon- 
gevity as *7ell as for the brevity of his stature, 
he bving to the advanced age of 08. After 
his tour through England he visited his na- 
tive land, but returned two years later to the 
British Isles; married a lady of ordinary size, 
raised a large family and died at Bank's cot- 
tage, near Durham, in 1837. 
About five years after tho death of Eorow- 


laski, in 1&43, Tom Thumb, tho most cele- 
brated dwarf of modern times, although not 
the smallest by any means, began his trium- 
phant march under the auspices of his patron 
saint, P. T. Barnuin. Tom's real name was 
Charles Stratton. Ho was born in 1S3S, and 
was therefore but 4 years of ago when put on 
exhibition at Barnum's museunr, Now York 
dty 
Ho weighed twelve pounds when first 


exhibited, soon became famous, and made his 
first trip to England in 1844, 1 beliovo, but it 
may have been a year or two later 
He gi ow 


but very little until after the end of his flf 
teenth year, theu grew until be was 23. At 
the ago of 30 he began to "fill out," and dur- 
ing lus last trip west, in 18S3, he stated his 
weight to be seventy pounds! Not much of a 
"midget," sure. Ho died at his summer resi- 
dence, near Middleboro, Mass., July 15,18S3, 
aged 45. 


THE WAKREN BISTEHS. 


Mrs. Tom Thumb, tbe wife of tho subject 


of the foregoing, was, before she, attracted the 
attention of her husband's patron saint, little 
Betsy Bump. When put on exhibition be- 
side her future husband, at the New York 
museum, sho adopted Lavina Warren as a 
stage name. She was married to the little 
general at Grace church, New York city, In 
1863, and vcas, therefore, just twenty years a 
wife. 
Mrs. Stratton, when young, weighed any- 


where from fifteen to thirty pounds. As age 
advanced she became quite portly, and 
weighed, when she made the last trip west, 
not less than fifty pounds. Robust health, 
general portliness combined with a natural 
rotund figure, gave her quite a motherly ap- 
pearance, which earned for her the sobriquet 
of tho "Matron in Miniature." 
* Alter mourning the death of tha renowned 
Tom for a year and nine months, Mrs. Strat- 
ton tried abbreviated matrimony a second 
time by a union with Count Primo Magri, 
April 0,1885. The count is but thirty-two 
inches in height and weighs less than his min- 
iature bride. Like her first marriage, this 
second one vras also performed to Now York 
city at the Church of tlie Holy Trinity, Rev. 
Dr. Watkins officiating. 


Sinco her second marriage the late Mrs. 


Thumb has settled down to the enjoyment of 
an enviable reputation; but few Inklings of 
her everyday life arc given to the public. 


Minnie Warren -nas another celebrated 


dwarf ess. 
Sho was a sister to Mrs. Tom 


Thumb, and before being put on exhibition 
besddo her sister was plain Huldah Bump^ 
Minnie was some ten years younger than 
Mrs. Thumb and weighed 43 pounds. She 
was born on the Bump homestead, two mile? 
out from Middleboro Center, Mass., and 
early began the show business. She was mar- 
ried to Maj. New ell in 18— and died July 23, 
1818, eight hours after the* birth of a girl 
Daby weighing 6 pounds, one-seventh the 
weight of the httle mother. The baby lived 
but a few hours. Mother and baby were 
buried'in the same cofBn.—John TV. Wright 
in St.~ Louis Rspubllo.

Tuesday, August 20,1889. 


All entries to be made in writing, to give sex' 


color and marks of horses. Also name and real. 
denceof owner, and in running races colors to be 
worn by rider, and any other particulars that will 
enable the audience to distinguish tbe horse in the 
race. 
Write "Entries to Races," on outside of envelope 


.ind seal. 
Entrance fee ten per cent of pnne, to accompany 


entries. 
In all races, 5 or niore to enter and 3 or more to 


start 
National Association rules to govern trotting, 


but the Board reserves the right to trot heats ol 
any two classes alternately, if necessary to finish 
any day's racing, or to trot a special race between 
the heats, or change the order of races advertised 
for any day. 
Unless otherwise ordered by the Board, no bone 
is qualified to be entered in any District race that 
has not been owned and kept In tbe District six CO 
months prior to the day of tbe race, and any entry 
by any person of any disqualfiled horse shall be 
buld liable for the entrance fee contracted, without 
any right to compete for a puree, and shall be held 
liable to penalties prescribed by the National As- 
sociation and Bules of the State Agricultural So. 
ciety and expulsion from tbe Association. 


If, in the opinion of tbe Judges, any race cannot 


be completed on the closing day of the Fair, it 
may be continued or declared off at the option of 
the Judges. 
In all races noted above, five or more paid up 


entries required to fill and three or more horses to 
start, but tbe Board reserves tbe right to hold en- 
tries and start a race with * less number and de- 
duct a proportionate amount of tbe pane. 


When less thin tbe required number of starters 


appear they may contest for tbo entrance money, 
to be divided as follows: 60S to tbe first and 33* 
to the second.
